That is the opinion regarding the 
"mone.\ less bo,, " in college, ex- 
pres.se I by Charles P. Hedges, who 
Worked his way through both high 
scfco;>l and college and has attained 
the ambition of his life, an ap- 
pointment as a missionary to Af- 
rica from the Foreign Christian 
Missionary Society headquarters in 
this city. Hedges earned his way 
through high school by shoemak- 
ing and as a barber, and through 
college by doing carpenter work 
and printing. He has just receiv- 
ed a degree from Bethany College, 
W. Va., where he prepared for 
Ikb ministry, and is in Cincinnati 
to confer with officials of the For- 
eign Christian Missionary Society 
before he sails July 23 from New 
York for Bolengi, Africa. In 
telling of his unique experience as 
a "jack of all trades"' while he 
gained an education, the Rev. Mr. 
Hedges said: "My father was not 
a rich man and we had quite a 
family. We lived in Sharpsburg, 
Ky., and I was anxious to get an 
education at Sharpsburg college, 
which is equal to a city high 
school. I went to work at shoe- 
making and as a barber. My 
health gave way before I got a 
certificate, but I lacked only one 
year of it. I then began carpen- 
ter work, as outdoor occupation. 
I went to Dayton, O., and, there 
decided to be an architect. But I 
met the Rev. Barclay Meader of 
the Christian church. I had al- 
ways had a desire to be a preacher, 
but he talked to me of the mission 
field and I became interested. If 
I had worked my way through 
preparatory school, why not 
through college ? I reasoned. I 
went to Bethany, W. Va., where 
the Christian college is situated, 
and by doing carpenter work there 
and printing the last five years, I 
made my way. I feel very happy 
now over the appointment to 
Africa. In the mission field all 
the trades I have learned will 
prove useful." Mr. Hedges will 
visit his mother, Mrs. E. J. Hed- 
ges, leaving Cincinnati July 19 and 
New York July 23.— Cincinnati

WOMEN 

BEGIN CAMPAIGN f OR CHEAPER 
MEATS. 



Dealers Find Themselves Ip 
Against a Stiff Proposition 
in Brooklyn and Receive 



Six hundred women held a DMM 
meeting in Brownsville, Brooklyn, 
Monday night and declared their 
intention to light against the in- 
creased prices of meat and fowl. 
They also paraded, and several 
meat stores were stoned. 

About one hundred and lil't.v 
women inarched through t h e 
streets, stopping at batcher shops, 
calling the oroprietors to the door 
and telling them they must lower 
their prices at once. The retail 
dealers protested that they were 
not responsible, that it was the 
wholesalers who had forced the 
price of meats up. 

The dealers were told by the 
women that the condition of affairs 
brought about by the avarice 
of the big meat men would no 
longer be countenanced, ami if 
the dealers wished to act with the 
people, they would close up their 
shops at once and refuse to buy 
meats at the exhorbitant prices 
they were made to pay. Thus it 
was argued, would the packers be 
brought to subjection. 

Powers Urges Elnley's Return. 

At Indianpolis, June 24, Chas. 
Finley, ex-Secretary of State of 
Kentucky, and an exile with W. 
S. Taylor, ex-Governor, received 
a message from his native State 
Tuesday. 

"I hope the time will soon come 
when you will be back in your 
own Congressional district here in 
Kentucky," said Powers. 

The two exiles are patiently 
waiting. Finley, who four months 
ago was declared a victim of tu- 
berculosis, has recovered h i s 
health. 

'I do not fear lawlessness in 
Kentucky now," said Finley. 
"All we want is a fair trial in the 
courts." When Governor Willson 
returns to Kentucky, friends of 
Taylor and Finley expect him to 
take Up their cases.

Court of Appeals Holds That 
$23,992.69, With Interest, 
Must Be Returned To 
the Treasury. 

A decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals on last day of its June term 
was handed down in (lie case oJ 
the Commonwealth vs. Henrj 

BftCOO. In 1909 Bacon was 

awarded the contract for "second- 
class" printing, which Included all 
blank books that are furnished ti- 
the State and the counties. 

George Fetter, of Louisville, 
had the contract fur the "tirst- 

printing and binding the acts of 
the Legislature, all the annual re- 
ports of the different departments, 

etc. 

A controversy arose between 
Bacon and Fetter as to which was 
entitled to certain class of print- 
ing, The State Printing Commis- 
sioners decided that Bacon was en- 
titled to it. Bacon charged the 
Slate |80, 000 for the work, but 
the commission allowed him but 
$•20,000 on his claim and referred 
the bill to the Attorney General, 
who approved it all but one item, 
involving $050. 

The opinion of the Court of Ap- 
peals, which was written by Judge 
Leasing, says Bacon was only en- 
titled to *4,000 for the books, and 
gives judgment against him, in 
favor of the State, for $88,999.69, 
with interest from August, 1902. 

"The trouble does not arise from 
the fact that Bacon did not exe- 



the 



terms; it arises from the fact that 
after the work had been done ac- 
cording to the order, Bacon im- 
properly obtained from the State 
money to which he was not enti- 
tled. The sureties did not under- 
take that they would be responsi- 
ble for any money collected by 
Bacon from the State above what 

he was entitled to receive 

The commissioners were imposed 
upon and deceived by Bacon, and 
the legislative committee that sub- 
sequently investigated the transac- 
tion and reported that Bacon had 
received no more than he was en- 
titled to, was evidently unac- 
quainted with the technical terms 
of the printer's trade, and were 
likewise deceived, or else their in- 
vestigation was not thorough 
enough to enable them to learn 
the truth."

Ten convicts in the Frankfort 
penitentiary were pardoned last 
Wednesday afternoon by Acting 
Governor W. H. Cox.

Nine of the prisoners pardoned 
are crippled or diseased and four 
are blind.

Secretary ol War Gives His Con- 
ceptions of the Presidency. 

Secretary William II. Taft has 
written the following article of his 
conception of the Presidency for 
the current issue of Collier's 
Weekly i 

"In the four years that I have 
been a member of the Cabinet I 
have become familiar enough with 
the responsibilities and burdens of 
the Presidency to know that no 
man can afford unduly to seek that 
great office. If.he is attracted by 
honor and power alone, without 
the hope of being useful, he is un- 
worthy of the honor and unlit for 
the use of the power. He must 
prefer, for the sHke of his own 
peace of mind, never to be Presi- 
dent to being a poor President. 

NO CI KM PACTS AI.I.OWKI). 

"Butjof course, he must draw 
the line at any compact which will 
not leave bin free of promises and 
of the control of any faction. 

"The President's duties, clearly 
outlined by the Constitution, have 
grown broader in their interpreta- 
tion with the growth of the coun- 
try. He should be in the prime of 
years, health and vigor. The ca- 
pacity for hard work is a better 
equipment than genius in master- 
ing the essentials of all the depart- 
ments of the Government and un- 
dergoing the strain of countless 
interviews. 

"He should look, not only to 
those in office, but to those out of 
office, in all branches of piivate 
activity, for information and opin- 
ion in order that he may arrive at 
the truth when he is surrounded by 
the conflict of interests which come 
to him with the fair words of the 

special pleader."

Burley Tobacco Society Will Not 
Consider Further Negotiations 
Without President's Pres- 
ence. 

Unless James B. Duke, presi- 
dent of the American Tobacco 
Company, comes to Kentucky and 
appears personally before the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Burley 
baceo Society at Winchester no 
ther negotiations will be consid- 
ered by the society for the par- 
IB by the company of the entire 
of tobacco held by the society, 
i, it is authoritatively stated, 
was the decision reached by the 
executive committee at the session 
held at its headquarters in Win- 
chester on Tuesday of last week. 

A conference was held by the 
•ommittee several months ago with 
Vice President Smith and several 
other officials of the tobacco com- 
pany at which, as well as at other 
conferences, the tobacco company's 
representatives stated that they did 
not have the authority to close a 
deal without securing Hie approval 
of President Duke. These repre- 
sentatives were anxious to conduct 
negotiations, and it is understood 
have recently made suggestions for 
further conference, but at the 
meeting of the executive commit 
tee it was decided that it was use- 
less to engage in negotiations with 
persons who did not have full au- 
thority to act, and it was therefore 
concluded that in any farther ne- 
gotiations President Duke must 
appear in person. It is reported 
that the American Tobacco Com- 
pany is now making a strong ef- 
fort to buy the entire Burley So- 
ciety pool's holdings, and that it is 
net improbable that President 
Duke will visit Kentucky soon and 
hold a conference with the execu- 
tive committee of the society.
